He Denies That He Killed 
 Goot Gue. 


TRYING TO PROVE AN ALIBI 


Attempt to Break Down the Effect of 
Bevan and Ronhn’'s Damaging 
Testimony—Evidence 
in Detail. 


The Wong Ark murder case again occu- 
pied the attention of Judge Shaw, the jury, 
and a large number of interested spectators, 
in Department Six of the Superior Court 
yesterday, and the defense intruduced sume 
very sensational testimony in attempting to 
break the effect of that put in by the prose- 
cution, | 
At the commencement of the proceedings 
Chan Kin Ling, the official interpreter, was 
recalled and briefly cross-examined as to 
the viait of the officurs to Goot Gue’s . bed- 
side to obtain her dying declaration, He 
stated that she could not speak Euglisn, and 
that no attenipt was made by the officers to 
question her in that language while he was 
present, They were all talking among 
themselyes, aud she asked him what they 
were conversing about, when he tid her, 
District Attorney McLachlan was also 
put on the stand, but was merely asked one 
Question relative to some immaterial point. 
Ab Dick, a goveral merchant at No, 305 
Marchessault street, testified to having 
known Wong Ark for about three vears, 
and saw himion the day and night of une 
shooting, at the launury, between the hours 
of 9and10 p.m. ‘The wituess and Ark were 
smoking opium at Sue Woon’s laundry 
where they rewalved together until after 
o'clock in the morning, when the tormer 
returued to lis store. Sue Woon was also 
there, having arrived tuerea few minuies 
after the witness, and was asicep when the 
latter leit the piace. ‘The witness said that 
he beard that Ark bad killed a woman, and 
asked his partuers abuut it, suppusing that 
it bad occurred in the morning. The wit- 
pess went tosArk aud said: “You kill a 
woman?” Wong Ark replied, *What time!” 
and tie witness then toid bim between,10 
and ll o’clock. Ark said: “No such thing. 
was smokiug opium with you at that 
hie 


The witness then said that while be, Ark 
and Woou were ih the room together they 
beard a pistol-shot at 10:30 o’cluck, and they 
discussed the matter, finally coming to the 
conciusion that sumevne was practicing 
witha pistol. They had no other conver- 
Sativb, except as to matters of business. 
The witness the. stated that he was only 
there upce next day, and that was at 2 
o'clock. He was positive, however, that 
Wong Ark never iett the building. 

On cross-examination the witness stated 
he ieit bis sture about 8 u’cluck on the even- 
ing of the shovting, leaving one of bis 
partoers and Ab Singin charge. Several 
customers were going in and out wheu he 
left, but he could not teil who they were. 
‘He was pretty certain about the timé, be- 
cause he He 

went directly to the laundry’ to 
 Bmoke, but met several people on 
_ the way. He could not, however, remember 

Who they were. He bad not wid his part 
hers where he was guving. Wong Ark was 
already there when he arrived at the iaun- 
dry, and shortly afterward Sue Woon, the 
proprietor, caweip,. At Woug Ark’s re- 
quest the witness smoked opium, and as 
there was only one pipe,each t ok his 
turn and passed it to the other. The only 
lightin the room was that furnished by a 
caudie, Sue Wvon smvuked tobacco, and 
finally left bis friends and retired into 
another room, remarkiug thit he hid to get 


ivoked at his waich. 


goto sieep, When the shot was fired all 
three were together,and Sue Wovn won- 
dered Why it was that sumeoue had dis- 
charged a firearm in the back yard. The 
wituess admitted that he first beard of the 
Shootiug about 10:30 that 
bight, through peuple” talking on 
the street. It was not until next morning, 
however, that he heard Wong Ark accused 
‘of the murder, and he then asked wieiher 
it was iu the morning or not, Lis inform- 
ant said, “No; iast night,” to which witness 
replied thatit was impossible, as he was 
with Ark at the time,sm king opium. At 
2 o’clock that afternoon he went tu Wong 
Ark and told im thatit was said that he 
had killed Goot Gue the night before. Ark 
was still iu bed, and did not get up, 80 the 
witness left him there, Ah Dick adinitted 
that the door of the reom was locked and 
that he obtained the key to it befure going 
tothe room. He did vot tell anyone that 
Ark was there. In responseto an interro- 
ape by oue of the Torun, Ah Dick said 

was positive «bout the time be heard the 
Shot, because he louked at his watch. It 
was 10:30 o'clock, . 

The laundryiman, | Sue, was then 
calied, and teatified that he had resided in 
the house near Apablasa street, where 
Wong Ark was feund, for overa year. He 
was then shown a pistoi which was taken 
from under A:k’s pillow atthe time of his 
arrest, and identified it 1s one he purchased 
in San Francisco and always kept under 

his piliow. - He fully corroborated the testi- 
mony of the preceding witness as to the 
defendant being in tue room with them 
when the shot was fired. 
On cross-examination it was leafned 
there were two sieeping réomsin the house, 
_ of which was occupied tne witne-s’ 
wife and child. The clock struck 10 just as 
he entered his house that night, and abouts 
balf au hour afierward be heard the shot. 
Ab Dick-proposed that tiey go and see 
what was the matter, butthe witness said 
that people often came down by his house 
to practice, and the matter was thus dis- 
missed. Hefheard next morning about the 
shooting, but did not say anything to Ark 
about what people said on his return home. 
The witness admitted that he belonged to 
the Lim Yung Company. 

The detendant, Wong Ark, then took the 
stand in his own behalf, and testified to the 
effect that he lived in Chariie Fook’s house. 


He admitted that he ow:ed-a— piste) _some- 


thing like.the one produced, but asserts pos- 
itively that he had never fired a shot from 
itsivce the night of December 31, New 

. Year’s eve, He remembered the day of the 
shooting as he was at Sue Woon’s laundry. 
He went there ab ut 9 o’clock that evening, 
Dut no one was prevent when he arrived. 
Ah Dick arrived soon afterward sud Sue 
Woon followed about 10 v’clock, He then 
described the interior of the room very mi- 
putely, and fuliy corroburated the state- 
ments of the two preceding witnesses as to 
their arrival and departure, and their actions 
while there with him. Ark said that he 
was sick atthe time and remained in 
alithe nextday. About2 o’clock in the 
afternoou of April 27, Ah Vick returned to 
the room, and finding him in bed asked him 
why he did not getup. He tola Ah Dick 
that he was sick, and then learned fron: his 
visitor that the police said that hy» shot the 
woman, After Ab Dick left tus policemen 
caine—Bowier, Vignes and another officer. 
Bowler tola him to put his clothes on, and 
as he did so they asked him questions. He 
told them he did not shoot Goot Gue, nor 
did he know who did. 

Officer Bevan threatened me about a fan 
tan gume. He spoke to him about two arti- 
cles in the paper, one of which was about 
Ab Mow or Chartie Fook. After that he 
paid Bevan mouey every Saturday. It was 
wrapped “ and slipped into the officer’s 
pocket a few doors from the defendant’s 

rooms by Ark himself. He first paid $3.50 
per game @ week, but after-the newspaper 
article he wanted to make it less. Bevan, 
however, in-isted more, and he paid 
him per yame. When the game stopped 
Bevan called on bim for the money, «nd 
paid be was trying to “hold out?’ ou him. 
The cfficer calied him a thief and abused 
him. Officer Ronn came to him once and 
asked how much he gave Bevan, when he 
replied that hedid not give him anything. 
Bevan had previousiy told Lim that Rohn 
was his partner, but he did pot know 
whether to believe kim or not, 

Ark denied emphatically that he had ever 

bad Conversation with Bevan about send. 
ing Goot Gue to San Francisco, Bevan had 
threatened to “fix” him about two weeks 
eld to this occurance, after they had quar- 


led about mney matters, the defendant 
aving told the officer that the “boys” were 
anable to pay him as much as be déeinanded. 


~~~ It being already fifteen minutes atwr the 


regular hour of adjournment for lunch, the 
Court ordered a recess uutil 2 o’clook at this 
juncture. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
On reconvening for the afternoon session 
the examination of the defendant was re- 
sumed, but after a few questions bad been 


put to him by his counrel, Wong Ark was 
turved over tothe mercies of the District 
Attorney for cross-examination. 

He then stated that on the evening of 
April 26 he strolied round Chinatown for 
about three-quarters of an hour, and then 
wentto Charlie Fook’s joint. After re- 
maining there some fifteen minutes or 
longer he went directiy to Sue Woon’s 
laundry, by way of Marehessault, Alameda 
and Apavlasa streets, arriving at his destin- 
ation «bout 9:30 o’clock, He had been there 
‘earlier in the day and left there about 7 
o’clock to go to Charlie Fook’s place. He 
had a key to the room adjoining the laun- 
dry, ad atonce entered, There was no 
one else there at that time, and after light- 
ing the lamp he climbed up into the bunk 
and commenced te smoke opium. About 
fifteeu minutes afterward, Ah Dick arrived, 
and at 10 o’clock Sue Woon came in. While 
all three were there together and about 10:30 
o'clock, he heard a nvise, which he thought 
to be a pistol-shot. Justas an alarm clock 
inthe nextroom struck 12 o’clovk, Wvon 
left the roum, and an hour later Ab Dick 
teftalso, Hetnen smuked on alone and 
drank tea until after 3 o’cluck, when he fell 
asleep. Next day at 2 o’cluck, Ah Dick 
caine to the room aud asked him to get u 
telling him that the police accused him o 
having shot Guot Gue, He repiied: “You're 
fvoling me; how could Lhave killed ber?” 
Ab Dick then assured him that he was ino 
earnest, and the defendant asked him what 


time the shooting occurred and 
all about it. Ah Dick informed him 
of all the circumstances, when Ark 


called his attention to the fact that he and 
Sue Woon were with him smokivg opium at 
thattime. Being confident that bis visitor 
was fooling him, be turved round and went 
asleep again, the arrival of the policemen 
waking him. Buwier told him to dress 
himself, as he had nothing but bis shirt on 
at that time. While he was dving so, 
Vignes usked him why he shot the womsn, 
but he did not reply aud Bowler then said: 
“We want you. You are under arrest;” 
Vignes adding “Put the handcuffs on him.” 

‘The defendant was then questioned as to 
his alleged dealings with (Officer Bevan 
relative to the running of tan games in 
Chinatown. He stated that he first bec.me 
acquainted with Bevan about five wm onths 
pr r to the shooting; but did nut speak to 

im of the tan games until some time after- 
ward, At the first conversation he told 
Bevan that he wanted to run two games in 
Lu Tuck’s house, and three more at Cuarlie 
Fook’s place, but no bargain was made at 
that time, ‘ 

It was not until next morning that the 
deal was made on Alameda street, near one 
of the cribs. He then wid Bevan that the 
boys were pay $3.50, but the offi- 
cer wanted $5. 8 then went back to the 
“boys” afid wid them what Bevan said. 
This was about five months before the shoot- 
ing. Bevan had been on the Chinatown 
beat for about a month, he thought, before 
he speke to him. He continned te pay 


Bevan $3.50 per game per week, about two 
or three weeks before the newspaper article 
referred to came out. He could not recul- 


lect, however, the exact number of times he 
had paid Bevan money. Bevan told him of 
the first newspaper article and said that be 
had better tei! the boys to keep still, until 
the matter quieted down again and he 
would then tel] him when to startup again. 
The defendant was shown his own picture 
aud admitted that it was his. He did not 
know whether or not Guot Gue had ove like 
it. He never gave one to her or anyone 


else. 

Kedirect: He remembered having his 
“ry taken at Blanchard’s gallery, but as 

e did not like them when they were fin- 
ished, he only tovk one homes and left the 
rest with the artist; Le had paid half the 
money betore having them taken, but did 
not pay the balance. 

The defendant when shown a newspaper. 
of February 2 last. in which the articie re 
ferred to was published, identified it as 
that mentioned by Bevan and himeelf. 

The defendant was then excused, and 
Mr, Hardesty requested the Court to take 
judicial kfowleuge of the fact thit the 
on April 26 last rose at a certain 
time, but Judge Shaw refused to do 80, say- 
ing that the case Was being tried by # jury 
and not by the Court, 

Detective Fred C. Smith was then called 
and testified that be was familiar with the 
habits of Chinese when smoking opium. 
He was then asked to show how two per- 
sous would naturally liein a bunk, ilius- 
trating his description with a piece of 
paver for the benefit of the jury. . 

On cross-examination the witness said. he 
had never seen the room where Ark ws 
fuund, that he knew of. If the bunk was 
only two and one-half feet wide, and next 
to the wall, the Chinawen would have to be 
head'to head, with the outfit between them. 
At this juncture Mr Hardesty and the Dis- 
trict Attorney bristled upin a hostile man- 
ner for a few seconds, but the matter 
resulted in the defendant’s counsel being 
ordered to sit down by Judge Shaw ia suort 
ordel, a 

Lu Tuck was then recalled and testified 
that he. taiked to Goot Gue on the morning 
after the shovting about the man who shot 
her. She nad told him that just as she 
came out she was shot; she did not see who 
shet ber. The man neverspoke to her, 

Ov cross-examination the witness denied 
that be “had taiked with Mr. Hardesty, 
Charlie Ah elim, or anyone else about the 
c xe, He did uot hear her say that Kum 
Dock shot ber. 

Wong Choo was also recalled, and corrob- 
orated the preceding witness. In response 
to ajuror, the witness and Chan Kin Sing, 
the official interpreter, explained that in 
China the children of two brothers were not 
called cousins, but “in the line of” sisters 
and brothers, Wong Choo having said the 
sime thitng about Goot Gue in direct testi- 
mony. 

This closed the case for the defendant, 
his counsel having obtained permission 
from the Court to introduce the testimony 
of the missing witness, the man who rode 
upon horseback, should they suc.eed in 
locating him befere the conclusion of the 


case. 

The prosecution then proceeded to offer 
testimony in rebuttal of that of the wit- 
nesses LuTuck, Lem You, Wong Ark and 
others, 

Ufficer Bevan on being recalled repeated 
that Lem You had told him on April 27 that 
Wong Ark had gone to a ranch, and that he 
was a—— foolto shoot the woman, as he 
would not get his money back, ‘bat Ab 
Tet had told him the same thing; and that 
he knew nothing of the shooting. He de- 
nied pusitive:y that he ever had such a con- 
versatiun with Wong Ark, as the defendant 
had detailed; or thathe ever tuck money 
from him for any purpose. He was first 
assigned to the Chinatown beat on Feb- 
ruary 1 last by Capt. Roberts on accuvuat of 
the first newspaper article. He udmitted 
that he showed an article referring to Ark 
as one ofthe “chiefs” of Chinatown; bu 
did nut recollect whether this was the firs 
or second published. 

The witness, who was subjected to a very 
severe cruss-examivation, became much éx- 
cited un one or two occasions when the de- 
fendaut’s counsel endeavored to show that 
he bad made statements, He 
stated that he knew Ark before being as- 
signed to Chinatown, haying met him first 
at a row in the early partof January. He 
bad been in Chinatown frequently during 
that month assisting officer ‘ludd in making 
raids and arrests uuder orders issued by the 
Captain. 

The witness was badgered by Mr. Hard- 
esty until he lost p:tience entirely and cried 
out excitedly: “This # all wrong and you 
guow it,”’ pointing at the attorney who took 
advantage of the situation and increased 
Bevau’s discomfiture as much as he could. 

During @ pause in the examination Bevan 
turned tothe jury and commenced to ex- 
plain the matwr to them when the Court 
stopped him. Bevan, however, said: “Huid 
ee Judge, I would like to explain to the 

ury—— 

_“But you are not on trial, Mr. Bevan,” 
said the Court, “and you are considered in- 
nucent of all charges until your guilt is 
proven.” ‘The witness was not questioned 
any further, much to bis disgust, and was 
deprived of the only chance of vindicating 
bimself. 

Ufficer Vienes was called to rébut the tes- 
timony of Wong Ark as to his condition 
when arrested. He nad all his clothing on. 
He had a conversation with CObarlie Ah 


Wong Ark was, when the Chinaman said: 
“Wong Ark gone toranch Him a—d fool. 
woman.” He was also present in the 
haliway of the courtroom when Lu Tuck 


» 


said, in the presence of Kon, that he 
knew Goo, but was afraid to testify to the 
truth, as the Clhiigaman would kill bim. 

The defense made a desperate effurt to 
keep the testimony out, and finally suc- 
eeeded, as on reference to the reporter’s 
notes, it was found that Aubie’s name had 
not been wentioned,ty the witness when ex- 
amined on that point. It was, however. in- 
troduced immediately afterward, as Officer 
RKobu was recalied for that purpyse. Rohn 
aiso denied ever having had a cunversation 
with Ark about his paying money to Bevan, 
and as empnatically denied ever baving re- 
ceived any from Bevanin orderto allow 
tan games to run, 

Fook Moy, the little Chinawoman who 
found Goot Gue, was recal.ed fur cross-ex- 
ainination asto ber testimony befure the 
Coroner's Jury, and she admitted frankly 
that she had then said that Guot Gue told 
her th :t Kum Vock shot her. 

Officer M. T. Bowlér fuily corroborated 
the testimony of Ufficer Vignes as to Ark 
being dressed when arrested. He did not 
put on any of hiscluthing, but accompanied 
the officer tothe station just ashe was 
when found, 

At this guncture court adjourned for the 
day, a tecess betug ordered until 10 o’clock 
on Mond mourning. 

The case will probably go the jury Mon- 
day evening. 


Indignantly Dented. 

Chief Glass was seen, last night, by a 
TIMES reporter, and in speaking of the evi- 
dence of Wung Ark, said that he did not 
believe a word of it. He had the utmost 
covfidence in both Bevan and Kobn, and 
said that they had been put in Coinatown 
because he had cunsidered them two of the 
best men he bad, who would take money 
frum no one.

MUNICIPAL MATTERS. 


City Employes Agitated over 
Retrenchment Talk. 


A GENERAL CUT CONTEMPLATED 


An Ordinance Already Drawn up, 
and Partially Agreed upon—The 
Assessor andthe Bankers 
—An Examination. 

e 


The clerks and deputies about the City 
Hall, in fact all the city officers whose sal- 
aries are not fixed by the charter, are con- 
siderably 6xercised over the prospect of a 
heavy cut in wages in the future. As 
stated in Tue TIMES some days ago, there 
has been a great deal of talk atmong the 
Councilmen about retrenchment and cutting 
down the city’s expenses, 30 as to keep 
within the revenues. Some weeks ago, at 
the suggestion of the Councilmen, City 
Auditor Lope? prepared an estimate of the 
expenses for the ensuing year, for the 


guidance of the Assessor in fixing values to. 


raise the amount required. According to 
this estimate, an assessment of a fraction 
over fifty millions is required. As soon as 
the statement was submitted to Mr. Hinton 
he frankly stated that he could not consci- 
entiously assess Values at such figures as 
to make up that amount. The assessment 
last year was about forty-seven milliens, 
and the Assessur stated that from what he 
kuew that was too high, and, on a fair basis 
he did not think that more than forty mil- 
lions could be assessed. He further inti- 
mated thathe should not be geverned by the 
estimates, but Would mnake a fair aud equit- 
ab.e .ssessment on the merits of each par- 
ticular case, 

As soon as this decision of the Assessor 
became known the Counciimen got together 
to devise ways «nd means by which the ex- 
penses could be reduced, and during the 


| past week several informal conferences 


have been beld, as a result of which a ‘“Tre- 
tre.chment ordinance” has been drafted, 
which will probubly be presented to the 
Council tomerruw, The Counciimen are 
very reticent about the matter, but it is un- 
dersiood thatan understanding has been 
arrived at, by which each Councilman, with 
the exception of the member from the 
Eighth, bas agreed to stand firm and take 
“his share of the abuse,” as ‘ene of the 
Councilmen remarked yesterday. 

It is Understood that thére will be a cen- 
eral cut ef salaries wherever it can be done, 
and that a number of deputies, clerks, etc., 
will be femoved. Itis not known whether 
the pojiee-and fire departments will in- 
terfered with, but itis more than probable 
that they will... During the coming week 
the varioue.poards will be, asked to meet 
with te-Oouaciimen and give their ideas 
about ‘what ‘they. need;and when this is 
done the Bran will be freely used 
where it, WiU,ao the mos} good. It is under- 
steod thataheiBoard of Edacation is in syin- 
pathy idea,” and if 
the other ments d@ not voluntarily 
fall into line the Council! will, in its discre- 
tion, such wppropriatfons as it sees fit. 
As near n be learved, it is expected to 
reduce munitfp:I expenditures during the 
coming year $40,000 to $50,000, but whether 
it can be doné ‘remains to be seen.

WATER IS KING, 


GREAT ACTIVITY IN IRRIGATION 
ENTERPRISES. 


A Number of Great Undertakings 
Now in Progress—The Laks Elsi- 
nore Storage Reservoir—The 
Largest in the World. 


Gervaise Purcell, the eminent civil en- 
gineer, associate member of the English 
Institute of Civil Engineers, and whe is 
engineer of the Sierra Water Company 
which proposes to furnish this city with 
mountain water, was asked bya Times re- 
porter yesterday when the new water com- 
pany would be ready for business.

LA CANADA CHINESE MURDER 


Disagreement between the District 
Attorney’s Office apd an 
sistant Prosecutor—Gen- 


0 eral Court Notes. 


A heated controvetsy occurred in De 
partinent One of the Superior Court yester- 
day afternovun as to the disposition of the 
case against Tung Lee Quen, the Chinese 
vegetable gardener charged with the murder 
of his partner at La Caiiida recently. 

At 10 o’ciock yesterday mourning J. Marion 
Brooks, Esq., appeared before Judge Swith 
with an application ‘for a writ of habeas 
corpus for one Chung Lee Quen, who was al- 
leged to be iilegaliy detained by the Sheriff, 
on the ground that the District Attorney 
has not filed an information against the de- 
fendant within the thirty days’ time pre- 
scribed by law. | 


W hile the petition for the writ was being 
read, H. H. Appel, Esq., appeared, and pre- 
sented a petition fur a writ oft mandate coin- 
peiling the District Attorney to file an Infur- 
mation against Tung Shea ¥ uen at once, and 
show Cause Wuy he did not do so within the 
prescribed time, in support of which he filed 
the affidavit of Wong Loon, the cuomplain- 
ing witness in the case, setting forth cer- 
tain facts. 

On this showing, the Court ordered a con- 
tinuance until 1:30 v’ciock, at which time 
all the parties returned, and Assistant Dis- 
trict Atluruey McComas announced that as 
the evidence fur the prosecution was insuf- 
ficient to warrant a conviction, be woud 
muve for a dismissal of the case aud the dis- 
charge of the defendant. 

Mr. Appei excitedly objected to this mo- 
tion, claiming that he, 48 assistant counsel 
for the prusecutiou, differed with,the public 
prosecutor as to the testimony against the 
defendant, 

Mr. Brooks, of course, renewed his de- 
mand that hisclient be discharged, and a 
heated argument oe: sued between couusel.

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RUNNING FIGHT. 


FORREST’S PURSUIT AND CAPTURE 
OF STREIGHT’S UNION RAIDERS. 


Streight Had Two Days’ Start, but For- 
rest Rode Hard and fast—Barricade 
and Ambush and Burned Bridges Did 
Not Thwart the Pursucrs. 2

OLD troopers, 
booted and spur- 
red, rode on many 
a wild raid in the 
southwest during 
the civil war, and 
many a wild ride 
in pursuit fur 
nished adventure 
to the mounted 
men on the oppos- 
ing side. The 
king of the raiders 
in that region was 
Forrest, the Con- 
federate. He al- 
ways accom- 
plished his pur 
pose, and though 
taking risks that 
= fairly dazzle the 
imagination, he never met with disaster, 
And if he could raid successfully he could 
also cope with raiders on the other side, as 
was shown in his runoving fight witha 
superior force under Col. A. D. Streigut, 
of Rosecrans’ army, in the spring of 1863. 

Streizht’s expedition was fitted out to 
dash across the Tennessee river, in north- 
western Alabama, reach the rear of Bragg’s 
Confederate army, then stretched in form 
of an arch in southern central Tennessee 
to cover Chattanooga, and there tear up, 
burn and otherwise destroy railways, ma- 
chine shops, factories and provision depots, 
or whatever else could be used to make 
easy paths for the fighting men im gray. 
It proved a stapendous contract. 

The Confederates had a force of cavalry 
under Col. P. D. Roddy guarding the Ten- 
nessee where Streight was to cross over, 
and a heavy force of Union infantry and 
cavalry was sent to the region to clear the | 
road for Streight. Roddy had about 1,500 
men. Streight’s force numbered 1,700, and 
his supports, under Gen. G. A. Dodge, 
about 8,000. In the emergency Bragg sent 
Forrest with his brigade to unite with 
Roddy and take care of the plucky raiders. 

Streight marched from Tuscumbia, Ala, 
on the 26th of April,in a southeasterly 
course toward Moulton. Gen. Dodge had 
driven the Confederates bevond that point, 
bat hetold Streight that Forrest was across 
his path, and then left him to take care of 
himself as best he could. The raiders 
pressed on from Moulton toward Blounta- 
ville, on Black Warrior river, and not until 
the 30th, while passing through a gap in 
Sand Mountain, did they feel the presence 
of any strong opposition. 

‘3 movement in strong force had 
héld Forrest’s attention along the Tennes- 
gee river until Streight was nearly a hun- 
dred miles away, galloping on toward 
Rome, Ga. Forrest at once prepared for the 
pursuit. He selected the lightest pieces of 
cannon, with the strongest harness and the 
best teams, and started.on the morning of 
the 29th in the direction of Moulton. He 
was about two days behind Streight, but 
the friendliness of the people aided him, 
and by swift riding night and day he

Forrest moved up direct in front with twe 
regiments, and personally led a flanking 
party to gain the rear of the raiders should 
they be driven back. The Confederate ar- 
tillery advanced boldly, and Streight’s for- 
Ward companies retired before it. The 
Confederate infantry charged, but were 
met with a biting fire from concealed raid- 
ers and quickly fell back. Streight had 
two mountain howitzers, also concealed, 
and, sending confusion into Forrest’s ranks 
with these, he ordered a charge, which ef- 
fectually scattered the whole Confederate 
line. Two cannon, with caissons, and forty 
prisonets fell into Streight’s hands. 

The pluck of the raiders compelled For- 
Pest to call in his flanking parties. Streight, 
however, did not wait to fight a battle, but 
took advantage of the hour to continue his 
ride southward. Forrest again sent out a 
flanking column to watch for the return of 
the raiders, and with two regiments dashed 
on in pursuit.

A Long Journey by Wagon 
2 and Indian Pony. | 


CLEAR AIR AND BRILLIANT SUN. 


Traveling Among the Indians as One 
of Themselves—More Sinned 
Against than Sinning-—The 
Bad Lands. 


Pine Ringer InpIaAn AGENCY, June 
4.—(Special Correspondence of Tne 
Times.| The Sioux reservation cau 
hardly be called a summer resort, in 


~--the usual sense of the term; nor was the} 


journey which I propose to describe 
undertaken for pleasure, although it 
was pleasant enough for me. i trav- 
eled in my heavy mountain wagon and 
on the back of a little Indian pony 2400 
miles in asingle season. ‘here is an 
ever fresh charm about selecting a new 
camping ground in a spot different 
from any that we have called our tem- 
porary.“home”’ before. It is pieasant 
tostretch oneself on a rug or 4 lux- 
urious cushion of wrass, and idly watch 
the feeding and “rubbing down”’ of the 
tired horses, the pitching of the‘‘tepee,”’ 
the building of o gypsy fire and the 
deft preparation of an alfresco meal, 
or even, if unusually hungry, to assist 
in these preparations. My cook kept 
everything cléan and orderly, and my 
driver delighted-in adding to the 
simple bill of fare, at every opportunity, 
a fat prairie chicken or a string of 
delicious fish,.if there were any 
Indians in the neighborbood of our 
camp, they usually claimed a relation- 
ship with some of us. and, onthe. 
strength of it, brought of their humble 
best and were in turn invited to share 
our rustic meal. Anyone who travels 
through the Indian countries with the 
desire to study native customs and* 
character must divest himself of all 
prejudice, travel with Indians, 43 sim- 
ply and unpretendingly as possible, 
proclaiming by dress and manner a 
willingness to accept life for the time 
being on similar terms with those on 
which it is taken by the people whom 
he wishes to really know. A pair of 
moccasins, a fondness for one or two 
genuine Indian dishes, good horse- 
manship, and an acquaintance with 
the tongue of the people, are all ex- 
cellent passports to their confidence. 
That confidence once won, the rest is 
easy. My journey on the plains cov- 
ered more than six months and ended 
with the beginning of the sad winter 
of 1890-91 in Dakota, Nothing that 
occurred during that winter has 
shaken my personal confidence in the 
much-tried people, nor lessened my 
sympathy with them; and, although IL 
fuily realize the fact that recent events 
have unsettled and embittered the 
minds of some of them to a perilous 
extent, 1 believe they are far more 
sinned against than sinning. [| shail 
not hesitate to trust. myself among 
them again with as little fear and as 
much freedom as during that ever-to- 
be-remembered summer. 
Foremost among the charms of the 
Dakotas is the exhilarating climate. 


‘The dry, clear atmosptere and brill- 


jant sunshine seem-in-t 


of free exercise in such an air is an 


“aliiost superabundant energy and vi- 


tality. Tome a feeling of ianguor is 
absolutely unknown there, éven on the 
hottest midstmmer day. have 
‘walked and ridden in safety and com- 
parative comiort with the mercury at 
114° in the shade—and there was no 
shade, except the narrow strip on the 
north side of a building. The same 
may be said of the occasionally severe 
cold of winter, when one can thor- 
oughly enjoy a brisk walk in a temper- 
ature of 40° below zero, provided the 
wind does not blow. . ™ 
Another source of the keenest enjoy- 

meut is the exquisite and subtle variety 
of a prairie landscape,

It has much of the 
infinite grandeur of ocean, with a soft- 
ness and human quality peculiarly its 
own, aud the fine harmonies of coloring 
in the grasses at certain seasons would 
delight the eye of an Indian or a poet. 

That charm, however, which sur- 
passes éven the vitalizing climate and 
the inspiring landscape is to be sought 
in the nature of the Indian. There is 
something indescribably soothing 
about the repose, the deliberation o: 
it—something in striking contrast 
with the over-excitable, over-hurried 
modern temperament. Indians are 
such pleasant, restful fellow-travelers, 
such cordial, unpretending hosts— 
giving of their best without unneces- 
sary circumstance or delay. Our life 
on the prairie is simple but suflicient, 
and we recall with wonder the arti- 


_____. ficial needs which we once labored to.

Onthe Ist of July all the Indian 
schools are closed, and vacation begins 
for teacher and pupil, but not for the 
supervisor. My first care was to hold 
a teachers’ institute for all the teachers 

Onthe Pine Ridge reserve, although 
their schools are scattered on a radius 
of fifty miles, they were at that time 
all gathered at this agency. This was 
the first meeting of the kind ever held 
in an Indian reservation, so far as 1 
know, and the discussions provoked 
unexpected interest, A teacher accus- 
tomed to all the modern helps, the in- 
stitute, the educational journal, the 
reading cir:le—can hardly appreciate 
the isolation and discouragement of 
many an unnoticed worker in the In- 
dian field.

Among the braves of this ciass was 
Little Wolf, a fine looking man in the 
prime of life, witha face fullof re- 
finement and a singularly musical 
voice, who called one Jyly day at my 
log cabin headquarters at Pine Ridge 
and invited me to visitthe camp of 
the Cheyennes. He said that some of 
their printipal men wished to meet me, 
and they wanted me to use my influ- 
ence in their behalf, especially ina the 
matter of -establishing a school for 
their children. 

1 set out accordingly on the ap- 
pointed day with my party, consisting 
of my faithful driver and his wile, 
tent and equipage complete. None of 
us knew the road to the Cheyenne vil- 
lage, but we attempted to find it with- 
outa guide, and were reduced to mak- 
ing frequent inquiries along the way. 
After some hours we became exceed- 
ingly hungry, aud paused under a tree 
beside the creek to refresh ourselves 
with a hasty lynch. which we shared 
‘with a ragged Small boy on a vicious 
pony. He had appeared to observe 
our proceedings with interest. At 
last we came in sight of the White 
River, a stream of considerable size, 
with a wide fringe of cottonwood trees, 
and saw that the straggling village lay 
mainly on the opposite side. The ford, 
however, looked dangerous. The 
milky water ran swift and deep, and 
with our heavily-loaded wagon my 
driver dared not attemptit. Wedrove 
along the bank and stopped at the first 
house to make further inquiries, 
although we supposed that the people 
were Cheyennes and that we could 
converse with them only by signs. 
They proved, however, to be Sioux. 
The elderly man told us all that we 
wanted to know, and finally spoke of 
his son, who was, be said, lately re- 
turned from Carlisle school; and who 
had been badly injured at the last 
beef issue, and wasjn great suffering. 
I went into the howse and talked with 
the poor fellow in English, to the great 
delight of his parents, leaving him 
with a promise to send the agency 
doctor to him, and also some of the 
canned fruit his feverish palate longed 
for. 

Now came the most perilous part of 
the road—a precipitous descent over 
chalky white clifis to the log house of 
Little Wolf, prettily situated in the 
edge of a deep wooded ravine near the 
river. At its side stood the cool sum- 
mer house-—a tepee with its frame 
work of poles half bare admitting the 
light breeze. The chief’s family con- 
sisted of himself, his wife and two 
children, a pretty young girl and a 
handsome little urchin of 6 and § 
years. They received us with grace- 
ful warmtb, and a rush of soft sibilant 
syllables, while a tali young police- 
man, whose mother was a Dakota, 
and his father a Chevenne, acted as 
interpreter. The woman helped to 
pitch the tent under the trees, and 
brought store of warm fried fish four 
our supper, while the men assembled 
as many of their friends as possible for 
a council, although, as they told us, the 
river was really dangerously high and 
few would venture tocross. Most of 
the people lived on the opposite bank 
and a rude bridge had been projected 
but not yes buiit. 
There was real pathos in the earnest 
talk of these men, as they gathered in 
the one bare room of the chief, seated 
themse!ves on hard, wooden chairs, on 
iron- hooped. trunks, or on the edges.of., 
the neatiy-arranged beds, and with the 
true Indian mixture of simplicity and 
ceremony, explainéd their position and 
set forth their needs. [Lam s0 accus- 
tomed to understanding and convers- 
ing freely with Indians, that the sound 
of the strange Cheyenne tongue added 
to the charm and unusualness of the 
occasion. ‘i talked in Dakota and the 
policemen interpreted. Afterward, 
we drove with Little Wolf and the po- 
liceman up and down the river bluffs, 
and selected a central and beautiful 
location for the desired schoolhouse. I 
thoroughly enjoyed my visit here, and 
really mourned when the order came 
last winter to transportthe whole band 
through the blizzards and cold of Feb- 
ruary to their little reservation on 
Tayne River, Montana. Loften won- 
der whether my Cheyenne friends, in 
their new home, have any better pros- 
pects in entering on the civilized life 
than they possessed at Pine Ridge. 

On our way back to the agency the 
next day we stopped, by previous ap- 
pointment, at the White Clay scnool- 
house, afterwards burned by excited 
Indians jnaf after the massacre at 
Wounded River, and I met there in 
council fifty or more of the principal 
men of that district, most of whom 
were, Within afew months from that 
time, involved in a species of rebellion. 

They were in a thoroughly disatis- 
fied frame of mind, and it was equally 
evident that they had good grounds 
for discontent. I insisted that I was 
only.a school inspector, with no author- 


merous: culs de sac ending in insur- 
mountable cliffs or yawning precipices, 
so that an excursion in this region is 
attended with more or less danger and 
hardship. 

As is well known, this country offers 
a rich field to geologists, and there are 
several men hereabouts who make a 
business of acting as guides to scien- 
tific expeditions, or of collecting fossils 
forsale. We also hunted industriously 
for specimens ourselves, armed with 
hammers and hatchets, but succeeded 
only in discovering a petrified turtle in 
several pieces. It is a slight objection 
toclambering on these crumbling cliffs, 
thata trifling misstep may not im- 
probably precipitate you into an ap- 


Midsummer seems as an unusual 
time for prairie fires, but the prolonged 
draught had rendered the tall grass as 


dry as tinder, bhugé tires devas- 


tated all that region and destroyed the 
crop of bay upon which many were de- 
pending ‘to winter their cattle. We 
were caughtinone of these fires and 
came near having serious troubie, but 
while the roaring flames were steadily 
approaching and a black column of 
smoke half suffocated us, one of the 
hidden and tremendous thunderstorms 
peculiar to the West put an end to our 
enemy.. We were grateful for the 
soaking rain, though insuflicentiy pro- 
tected from it, and even the terrific 
peals of thunder and flames of light- 
ning were received with meekness!

We bave not the glory of east- 
eru autumn forests here, but we have 
all their sp!eudor of color in our fields, 
and it amazes me that so few have 


ity to listen to geneal complaints, or 
make geoeral recommendations, and 
endeavored to confine the discussion to 
educational matters; but this I found 
to be impossible.

My errand in that neighborhood was 
to ascertain the number of childrenino 
a certain settlement of half-breeds on 
the White River, and to seek out a de- 
sirable location for another new school. 
My observation of these good people 
in their neat, thrifty homes, and my 
pleasant experience of their hospitality 
have inclined me to the belief that the 
| “squaw men,’”’ as they are called. are 
a much maligned class. Their houses 
and farms are generally equal to those 
of the average pioneer settler, and 
greatly superior to those of the average 
Indian, Their wives are almost in- 
variably neatly dressed, and are good 
housekeepers. ‘The large families of 
little ones are usually pretty, clean 
and attractive, all speaking English, 
und there is an air of self-respect 
and prosperity about them quite for- 
eign to our usual contemptuous 
thought. I found plenty of promising 
children, and an earnest desire for a 
good day school. 

These claims lying in the compara- 
tively productive river bottoms, ;all 
border on the Bad Lands—those 
strange, bare cliifs of fantastically col- 
ored limestone, of an aspect at once 
arid and beautiful. The sunset and 
moonlight effects on their -towers and 
turrets are worth *taking much time 
and trouble to bshold. We devoted 
two or three days to exploring some of 
the more accessible fortresses, for the 
wildest portions canuot be reached 
save on foot or horseback and with a 
trusty guide. Water and pasturage 
for teams are only to be found in Ccer- 
tain favored spots. ‘There are aiso.nu-

Prune and Apricot Pests. 
{Sacramento Bee. | 

Mr. Craw, entomologist to the State 
Board of Horticulture, has made a col- 
lection of the various worms he has 
found infesting the prune and apricot 
orchards of this State. 
all kinds, sizes and colors. He is of 
the opinion that, while they have done 
great damage to thevoliage, they have 
not materially affected the fruit pros- 
pects. Fruit-growers should 
measures to prevent them from de- 
positing their eggs inthe trees. “The 
way to prevent this is to wrap the tree 
at the base, a foot or two above the 
ground, with a piece of sacking, tied 
s0 that worms cannot pass it. The 
worms will collect under the wrapping, 
and they can be destroyed.‘Lhe ordi-

PLAIN BUT PLEASANT HOUSES 


Much Accomplished During the Past 
Three Years=Light, Well-ven= 
tilated Wards—Seventy- 
seven Inmates. 


Last -week, on one of our loyeliest 
of June mornings, a merry party of 
Los Angeles ladies might have been 
seen wending their way toward the 


train, which, a little later, was to leave 
for Downey. — 

“On your way to Santa Monica?’’ 
inquired an acquaintance of one of 
them. 

‘*‘No sir; my husband has gone East, 
and, as a natural result, am on my 
way to the poorhouse,”’ was the 
laughing response, 

And so they set out, the number 
who. boarded the train consisting 
of Mrs. Ducommun and Mrs. 
Bath of the Woman’s Benevolent So- 
ciety, Mrs. Milner andj\irs. Johannsen 


Mrs. Ponet of the Catholic Benevolent 
Society, and Miss Freeman and Mrs. 
Otis of THe Tres. 

The train pulled out from the depot 
into the pleasant sunshine and moved 
on past the great powerhouse which is 
being built for the Electric Belt road; 
past the gigantic cannery in process of 
construction, and which is suggestive 
of busy industry and another avenue 
of employment for many seeking work 
in our midst. On the heights to the 
left were the massive walls of the new 
convent, a structure whose solid sides 
look as if they were built for all time. 
This vast building is one of the many 
monuments of advancement which 
Los Angeles has reared within the past 
six years, and it stands ‘acing numer- 
ous others not léss imposing upon this 
side the river. There are domes, and 
spires, and towers, rising above walis 
of stone and granite that emphasize 
our metropolitan oo and speak of 
the growth of Los™Angeles as a great 
business and commercial.center. 

But the train soon left all this be- 
hind it, passing swiftly the numerous 
suburban homes, the long lines of 
eucalyptus trees; the green orchards; 
the emerald alfalfa meadows; the wide 
levels on which the growing corn was 
spread; the rich pastures and the gold 
oft the harvest fielas; past willow-lined 
banks,and drooping peppers, and clean- 
limbed walnutss with an ever varying 
perspective, until we reached the little 
town of Downey -nesiling upon the 
wide plain. 

Here the ambulanée from the ¢ounty 
farm met us, and into it we climbed, 
flinging care aside, while drinking in 
the glory of the sunshine and the 
clarins of the lovely outlook. Down 
what green and bosky ways we went; 
past pleasant rural homes, in the quiet 
of that country morning. The birds 
sang us a welcome from the tree-tops; 
the littie ground squirrels peeped at us 


rily, and the flies had a glad hum; the 
sleek ‘cattle scarcely lifted their 
heads ia 
were they among the succulent 
grasses. Willows grew along the road- 
side, and the purple bloom of the al- 
falfa brightened the plain. Such 
pretty byways and highways as we 
found, as we went and returned! 
Driveways that made me think of the 
sweet Eaglish lanes, over-arched by 
green boughs, aud with birds hop- 
ping from branch to brauch 
gaily-painted buttertlies, hovering in 
the soft air; California horses in the 
pastures; chickens about the farm- 
houses, and here aud .there pretty 
brown cottages, Vine-wreathed and 
covered with bloom and brightness: 

It was a lovely drive of twoor three 
miles from the station at Downey to 
the county farm, and for quite a dis- 
tance before you reach the piace the 
high brick buildings come into view, 
a pleasing aad imposing 
look. 

There are three of the main bufild- 
ings, ali built of brick and connected 
by wide verandas. ‘The front building 
was erected at a cost-of $9000 and is a 
plain yet attractive structure, In this 
building, upon the second floor, are: 
the rooms occupied by the superinten- 
dent, Dr. Burdick, and his family. 
also his oflice and dispensary, and 
other necessary _apartments. The 
building is most conveniently arranged, 
the rooms are well lighted and well 
furnished; the halls are cool and 
spacious, ruuninug through the entire 
width ou the different fiders. 

The two other brick buildings, which 
are connected with this front structure 


by means of broad  verandas, 
are for the espevial accommoda- 
tion of the inmates. They are 


each two stories in height, and stand a 
little in the rear, One upon the left and 
the other upon the right—ef the mein | 
front. The space between them is a 
lovely court with a green and well-kept 
lawn, playing fountains and beds of 
tlowers. Around this space upon three 
sides the covered verandas extend, and 
here the inmates may sit listening to 
the tinkling of the flashing water which 
falls in diamond-like drops upon the 
greensward or into the bed of the 
pool. Lirds sing their songs here, ana 
flowers blossom all the year, and there 
is nothing but beauty and quiet every- 
where inthisspet. Between the build- 
ings the vista opens upon a wide 
expanse of tree and orechard-crowned 
plains. In another direction are the 
ae and alfalfa fields of green and 
gold. 

It is less than three years since the 
institution was completed, and it is 
marvelous what has. been accomp- 
lished. There ure at present seventy- 
seven Inmates at the farm, and for 
their accommodation are three large, 
well-lighted and cheerful dining rooms, 
‘allclean and wellkept. The store- 
room is an extensive one and sabund- 
antly furnished with supplies. I no- 
ticed among other things a barfrel of 
sugar, a large barrel of coffee in the 
bean, nicely browned and giving forth 
rich aroma; a barrel of dried fruit, 
and'just outside in a cool, clean-shelfed 
rootu, humerous pang Of milk covered 
with yellow cream, ‘The different 
wards are light and well ventilated, 
aud all comfortably furnished, and de- 
lightfully free from crowding, and the 
long halls are open to the delicious 
summer breezes, and smell sWeet as 
the well-kept halls of home. 

Among the inmates are men* who 
have seen better days—men of intelli- 
xence—men of the world, and there is 
one who is writing a pleasant story of 
his life at the South before the war, 
which is full of quaint incident and 
interest, | 

There are 112 acres embraced in the 
farm, all improved except a few small 
patches. The superintendent is anxious 
that the county should add forty acres 
more, and with that the farm can 
easily be made self-supporting.

is surprising to see the results of the 
two and a half years during which the 
farm has been occupied. Substantial 
frame out-buildings have been com- 
pleted; 32,000 orange trees have been 
planted with 800 other varieties—ap- 
ples, apricots, pearsand figs. There 
are four miles of  eucalyp- 
tus trees; twenty acres sown to alfalfa; 
ten to barley, agd about thesame num- 
ber to corn, and there are two acres 
devoted to vegetables. ‘lbere are 140 
pigs upon the place; twenty-six cows, 
six horses and 300 chickens, with a few 
ducks. The pouitry yard is spacious 
and cleanly, and the poultry is of the 
thoroughbred variety — Langshans, 
Leghorns, Plymouth Rocks, and the 
Buff Cochins and others. An abun- 
dant supply of eggs and milk is fur- 
nished, and alittle later the institu- 
tion is to make all the butter needed, 
and they will raise, of course, their 
own pork. 

The Doctor’s family consists of him- 
self, wife—a most charming lady, with 
gracious, womaply ways—and one lit- 
tleson. Onecook, one steward and one 
farmer are employed, and the inmates, 
of course, work as they are able. «It 1s 
an institution in which the county may 
well take pride, for it is well-ordered, 
well-kept and the farm itself is most 
successtully cultivated, and when the 
additional land needed has been pur- 
chased and placed under cultivation 
it will doubtless be wholly self-sup- 
porting. E

Why Don’t the Masses Attend 
Divine Worship. 


A SYMPOSIUM BY CLERGY 


Is the Religion of the Day. Insipid?— 
No Soclal Compulsion-—The 
Theology of the Pres- 
byterian Church. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.| 

The San Francisco Examiner, the 
other day, gave its readers what it is 
the fashion to call a symposium, by 
eminent divines in answer to the ques- 
tion, “‘Why don’t the masses go to 
ebureh 9” Among them Heber New- 
ton, with unconscious simplicity, 
thought it “rather hard on the clergy 
to expect them to answer the question, 
and [think so too,for a majority of 
them admitted that the ‘absence 
of the people was due to the _ in- 
feriority of the preaching, which implies 
the inferiority of the parsons. I may 
observe, by the way, that I disagree al- 
together in this vicarious humility of 
intellectual estimate with which it 
pleases these distinguished divines to 
abuse their less eminent brethren. It 
is easy enough to be hnmble for your 
neighbor and to confess the sins of 
your brother, but this does not always 
fit the case. As a class, I know no 
people who do more to make life inter- 
esting and picturesque than the par- 
sons. The space given to them in the 
newspaper is a fair measure of their 
value in this regard, and we do not 
need to go East to follow the theo- 
logical wauderings of Briggs, Mac- 
queary or Heber Newton to find 
them occupying column after col- 
umn. In Oakland we find young 
Mr. Dixon being scolded with forty- 
parson power because he cannot swal- 
low Jonah and the whale both. Sim- 
ultaneously we find Mr. Silcox cutting 
intellectual flipflaps at a speed of rota- 
tion that makes as fine mental exer- 
cise for those who follow his sermons 
as for him who would read the letters 
On a fast windmill. Again, we find 
Dr. Dille talking in tones of approval 
of an informal society event which he 
déscribes as necktie party,’’ calling 
up the grotesque vision of a parson 
heading a mob with aropein his red 
right hand. But ali. these are able 
men. Welike them because they are 
genuine and say what they mean, nor 
is there any call to feel intellectually 
humble on their behalf. 


Let us return to our symposium. 
— opens the feast of reason 
thus: 

*What is necessary to brighten up 
that man’s life and to sweeten that 
acid disposition, and to putsparkle into 
that man’s spirits? ‘The spicery of our 
holy religion. 

**T must confess that a great deal of 
the religion of this day 1s utterly insipid. 
There is nothing piquant or elevated 
about it. 

“We need to put more spice and 
enlivenment in our religious teaching, 
whether it be in the prayer-meeting or 
church.”’ 
That must be the trouble. There is 
because the modern church goes in for 
‘“‘sugar and spice and all that’s nice”’ 
inthe shape of entertainments. Al- 
most any variety of performance, short 
of a skirt dancer, is at home in the 
church parlors, presumably to supply 
the lack of “‘spicery”’ in the pulpit, 
where the leading man is not like Talm- 
age, an able variety performer himself. 
I am reminded of the dialogue in Life: 
“That is Miss Bishop, is it not?” 
‘That is Miss Bishop.”’ 

“IT hear she is very religious.”’ 

“Yes, indeed. She played ‘Camile’ 
last week for the benefit of the Church 
of the Holy Innocents.”’ 

Dr. Robert Mackenzie of San Fran- 
cisco made a curious admission. He 
says the ‘“‘natural distaste for religious 
things is not counteracted in this com- 
munity by any social pressure that 
would require them to attend any 
church in order to be in good social or. 
commercial standing. There is no pre- 
mium on formality, much less on hypoc- 
risy, in this locality.”’ 

One is forced to wonder if Dr. Mac- 
kenzie believes that religious observ- 
ance on compulsion, social or other- 
wise, is desirable. Suppose **a premium 
op hypocrisy”’ were offered, and people 
came to church in crowds to earn 
that premium, how much better 
would that be? Strangely enough 
the Rev. J. S, Biack of Minneapolis 
corroborates this view when: he says: 
“People stay away from church be- 
cause there is not that’ social compul- 
sion which once prevailed.” Of course 
these gentlemen do nob mean what 
their words ituply. They aré merely 
stating an existing condition as con- 
trasted with other communities, past 
or present, in which social compulsion 


does pre 

Their statements simply amount to 
an upconscious admission that theology 
no longer forms a part of the life of 
the people, They have no use for 
creeds. The same idea is, with equal 
lack of understanding, expressed by 
Dr. McConnell of Philadelphia thus; 
There are causes within the church. 
The chief and foremost one is the di- 
visions of Christendom. The public 
bave been sedulously taught that *‘it is 
no matter to which church you go; one 


that one is as good as another it is but 
a short step further to the belief that, 


none is as good as avy. Thousands 
have taken this step. 
The reason of this indifference 


should be obvious enough. Christian 
morality is common to all the creeds, 
and to this the people adhere more 
closely than ever, but they care no 
longer @ pin’s fee for the squabbles of 
theologasters over hell fire and dam- 
nation, and the sublimated refine- 
ments of the schoolmen of the day who 
call to mind their medizval prototypes 
disputing about how many million 
angels can dance on the point of a 
needie. The world has passed them 
by. 


In order to give you an idea of what 
I mean when I say that theology no 
longer forms a part of the life of. the 
people I will quote the concluding 
words of a sermon by Jonathan Ed- 
wards: 

“Tf we knew that there was one per- 
son, and but one, in the whole congre- 
gation that was to be the 6 bject of 
this misery, what ap awful thing it 
would be to think of. If we knew who 


be to see such a persov. How might 
all the rest of the congregation lift up 
a lamentable and bitter cry over him! 
But, alas! instead of one, how many it 
is likely will remember this discourse 
in heli! And it would be a wonder if 
some that are now present should not 
be in hell'in.a very short time, before 
this year is out. And it would be no 
wonder if some persons that now sit 
here in some seats of this meeting-

Church as stated in the standards of 
the Westminster Confession has 
changed in no respect since Edwards 
spoke those awful words, but nobody 
interprets the creed in any such sense 
today.

(1.) The ideal way of planting an 
orange tree would be to preserve the 
roots and branches intact, but inas- 
much as it becomes necessary to sac« 
rifice the roots to some extent (the 
larger the tree the greater the sacrifice) 
it is also advisable to reduce the top 
of the tree proportionately. The bal- 
ance between roots and top should be 
preserved as near as possible. 

(2.) It is not advisable to cut away 
the top of a voung tree to keep it en- 
tirely self-supporting.

SPANISH CALIFORNIAN’S STORY 


Political Funds Accumulated for 
Revolutionary Purposes—Cocos 
Island Outdone—A Thrill- 

ing Narrative. _

Mexico, as‘ many writers have said, 
abounds in talesof buried treasure. 


--Whole libraries could be filled with 


legends of the treasure of Montezuma, 
which lies in some cave of the Uordil- 
leras, ready to upset the gold stand- 
ard of the civilized world, as soon as 
some lucky explorer’ discovers the 
guarded secrot of its resting place. 
Other libraries, too, might be crowded 
with the equally fascinating stories of 
the Guatemozin treasure, hidden by 
the last prince of the Aztec line, under 
the waters of the Mexican lagunas. 

In truth Mexico is a land where un- 
counted millions lie hidden. It is the 
India of the western hemisphere. 

Though many stories of buried gold 
aré but airy nothings, yet others have 
areal historical foundation. One of 
these strange yet wholly reasonable 
and coherent storiesof lost treasure 
has come down fromthe days of the 
greatest of the Spanish viceroys of Mex- 
ico, the proud and m asterful Revilla- 
wigedo. Unlike most of the Mexican 
treasure tales; it deals with Baja Cali- 
fornin and thecoasts of the Sea of 
Cortez, now the Gulf of California, and 
in factitis the only island treasure 
story that 1 have ever heard from Mex- 
ican sources. 

In 1792 Capt, Coinet, an English fur 
trader, cruising up and down the Pa- 
cific Coast, was seized, with his ship, 
at the port of Nootka, in Vancouver 
Island, by the Spanish authorities, who 
then claimed the whole coast to 
Alaska. If this claim could have been 
maintained, there would never have 
been any British Columbia, but the 
English government, true to its tradi- 
tions, took such prompt and energetic 
measures that the King of Spain dis- 
avowed the ambitious plans of the 
famous viceroy of Mexico, and exem- 
were paid to Colnet and 

England. During these negotia- 
tions Capt. Colnet, first taken to San 
Bias and thence to the City of sMexico, 
was treated with such courtesy by 
Revillagigedo, that in the year after 
his release, 1793, he named a group of 
islands off the caast of Baja Califor- 
nia after the viceroy. These are the 
islands of that hidden treasure whose 
story has been given me by one of the 
most prominent members of an old 
Californian family. 

But the history of these islands 
reaches much further back. The great 
Spanish navigator, Fernando de 
Grijalva, discovered the group in 1523, 
but only bestowed the name of Sx. 
Thomas upon the principal island. 
Other explorers have named the same 
island. Socorro, but since the name

Revillagigedo Islands, but failed on 
account of the lack of springs or rain- 
fail. The Mexicans had plans for 
turning them intoa penal establish- 
ment, asort of Pacific coast Botany 
Bay, but this likewise’ was never 


realized, and the resources of the 


group are so small thatit is hardly 
visited once in ten years. The geo- 
osition of the principal 
island, St. Thomas, is: Latitude, 18° 
43’ north; longitude, 110° 54’ west, 

The manuscript from which I have 
taken most ef these facts, subse- 
quently verified as far as possible by 
the leading historical authorities, is 
lent me by Gen. Manuel Castro, one of 
whose relatives visited the islands and 
furnished the following description of 
St. Thomas: 

“It is eight leagues long from south- 
east to north west, and in its widest part 
is about three leagues across. Lt is a 
mountain some two thousand feet 
high, rising steeply from the ocean, 
with the main slope toward the south, 
and is yisible in clear weather for 
psy leagues @way. The southern 
slope is covered with cactus and with 
low and exceedingly thorny shrubs, 
which grow in the crevices of the rocks 
and dark lava that form its soil, which 
is evidently of volcanic origin. The 
anchoring grounds are two, one on the 
southwest, called Cornwallis Bay, and 
the other on the southeast, called 
Braithwaite Bay. Both of these were 
named by Capt. Colnet. The only 
animals on the island are goats, which 
may be seen running over the heichts. 
It is said that there is abundance of 
logwood; but this is doubtful, for this 
tree is usually found in the tropic low- 
lands. No permanent fresh springs

have yet been found vr the istand, 
there are probably some among the 
peaks, since goats exist there, and since 
there are dense mists that often cover 
the mountains, as in the island of 
Guadalupe, off the California coast.” 
So much for the story of the treasure 


island. That of the treasure itself is 


a still more complex narrative, as must 
needs be in a matter which so many 
rsons have been interested in keep- 
ng secret, and which so few have 
really known anything about. 
When the viceroy heard that the 
p of islands had been named in 
is honor, he seut his secretary to ex- 
amine them. This gentleman was a 
Castilian of pure blood, a nephew of 
the Duke of Albuquerque, and very 
loyal to the viceroy, whom indeed he 
held in his secret thoughts as fit to be 
King of New Spain, without the leave 
of the sleepy monarch of the Escurial. 
But this was hardly a plot; it was only 
@ possibility, for which bis love for the 


_ great viceroy prompted him to make 


ref if an opportunity presented 
elf. 

The secretary went on board a gov- 
ernment vessel at Acapulco, and the 
captain, who was under his orders, 
took him tothe Revillagigedos. The 
beauty and safety of the southeast 


barbor first attracted his*-attention. 


Next, inaugurating a thorough explor- 
ation of the group, he discovered in 
the lava a series of caves or fissures, 
descending almost to the sea level, 
but so situated that the openings 
could easily be concealed. The secre- 


_ tary determined to use them as store- 


houses of treasure, whose secret he 
bine reveal to the viceroy in time of 
need. 
Nor was this. problem one that was 
difficult in the last decade of the last 
‘century, country was Mexico, 
and the viceroy wasa man of such 
vast plans and such absolute con- 
fidence in hissecretary. It was pos- 
sible to gather up millions. of dollars 
from the sea and the land without be- 
ing called to. account for it until the 
time came for the revelation. The 
surplus of Mexican revenue was stili 
orientalin its magnificence. The sec- 
retary sailed back to Acapulco, and 


sent a courier over the mountains on 
‘the dangerous path to the Yaqui 
Indians, who were absolute masters of 
an extensive tetritory, but had been 
hard pressed by the Spanish troops, 
and were ready to make peace. fic 
knew more about thé Yaqui chief than 
even the viceroy had ever kuown, and 
the chief, who was asort of savage 
came to Acapulco to see 
m. 
A thousand legends tell the story of 
the hidden golden treasure of the 
Yagui Indians. 
fastgesses that the scenes of the wild- 


_| est adventures of prospectors and ex- 


plorers have occurred. Braver than 
any other Indians of Mexico and more 
intelligent, the Yaqui tribes would die 
rather than let a Spaniard have the 
secret of their mines. But the great 
chief of all the tribes had traveled 
over Mexico, and his heart held vague 
}dreats of a Mexico that should drive 
out the Spanish government. He had 
never dreamed that, any of the Span- 
iards themselves could wish to help in 
this revolution. 


and made a treaty with the Yaqui 
nations. If this treaty should be rati- 
fled by the viceroy, one clause, which 
was to be kept secret between the 
chief and the secretary, was to begin 
operation at once. : 

The public treaty withdrawing Span- 
ish soldiers from the territory claimed 
by the chief, was easily and promptly 
secured by the Secretary on his return 
to Mexico. The secret clause ran as 
follows: . 

“That the Yaqui nation will reveal 
to the secretary of the viceroy a nat- 
ural storehouse of gold, from which he 
will be permitted to carry away a ship- 
load, or more; whatever, in fact, he 
deems necessary for his project to se- 
cure the independence of Wee Spain.”’ 

The next year there were pirate 
schooners in the Sea of Cortez, and the 
viceroy sent a royal corvette on a cruise 
along the shores of Baja California. 
The brother of the secretary com- 
manded the corvette, and the secre- 
tary, by dint of much persuasion and 
a convenient memory of an uncle who 
owned pearl fisheries, was a passenger. 
The royal corvette sailed up the gulf, 
sank several piratical vessels, discov- 
ered new pearl-oyster beds, and 
finally cast anchor off the old 


the secretary obtained from his cons- 
ius, the men and the fishing schooner 
that he needed for his enterprise. Sail- 
ing across the guif, to a bay named by 
the Yaqui chief, he sent a messenger 
inland. Within a fortnight the chief 
came and fulfilled his promise. He 
showed the secretary a laguna, whose 
bottom when drained was sown thick 
with nuggets of gold. The treasure 
was sacked and carried to the vessel 


craft held one of the greatest - piles of 
wealth ever known in the new world. 
Then the secretary and two men whom 
he could trust sailed the craft to the 
Revillagigedo group, and buried it-in 
one of the lava caverns on the Island 
of Saint Thomas. 

This was the first of the treasure- 
gathering of the shrewd, unselfish con- 
spirator, who dreamed of the freedom 
of Mexico a third of a. century before 
the revolution. But it was not the 
last, for his position enabled him to 
halve the pearl ravenues of the Gulf 
and the silver revenues of the mines of 
Sonora and Chihuahua. So corrapt 


at that time, so open to bribery, so 
used to false reports and the disappear- 
ance of large sums~ of money, that the 
secretary, at the expense of acquiring 
yrather a worse reputation than the av- 
erage politician of his time, was en- 
abled to add millions of dollars every 
year tothe viceroy’s unknown treas- 

y. He sent pearls, sapphires and 
opals, bars of silver and gold, jewel- 
hilted swords and pistols, and many 


a precious heirloom of ancient 
Spanish families. Four or- five 
men kept the secret of 


the island treasure, but all the prov- 
inces of Mexico were at last honey- 
combed with the plots of a broadening 
revolution, guided by a master hand. 
The secretary of the viceroy had 
changed-in a few years from a dreamer 
toaman of action and a master of 
events. At last he knew thata great 
destiny lay before the land of New 
Spain. Once separated from the 
mother country, it should extend from 
the Isthmus of Darien to the Russiau 
fur settlement of Sitka. If the vice- 
roy would lead in the revolution he 
should rule until the day of his death, 
but if the viceroy could not rise to the 
situation he must be set aside. There 
were other men in the world, even he 
himself, the secretary! 

Iu the midst of all this, the secre- 
tary was stricken with so sore « paral- 
ysis that he could neither speak nor 
move. The viceroy, already on the 
eve of his fatal recall, hastened to’ his 
side. So strange and powerful was ths 
look inthe eyes of the man, that his 
master sat for hours trying to discover 
the secret that they tried to tell.

At last, among the secre- 
tary’s papers a bit of parchment turned 
up, headed in his precise penmanship: 
REVILLAGIGEDO FUND.”’

The viceroy was 
a feeble old man, who had lost all his 
ambitions. The secretary’s descend- 
ants and his excutors became almost 
frenzied with the lust of gold, and 
they itis who accumulated the grad- 
ual uarrative, which, in a dozen differ- 
ent handwritings, has now become the 
‘*family romance” of one of the most 
noted of Spanish Californians, But by 
the time thatthe story was gathered 
from 80 Many sources, and by 80 many 
mosaic hints, the brother of the secre- 
tary and the two or three men who had 
helped to hide the “Revillagigedo 
fund’’ were dead, this one by shipwreck, 
that one in a low brawlin a Mexican 
“fonda,” another the victim of an 
Apache raid, All *were gone, long be- 
fore the searchers for the treasure 
knew that itelayin therocky islands 
off the coast of Lower California.

Only aman that is as great as he, in 
elements of foresight and endurance, 
shall ever cleave his way to the Revil- 
lagigedo storehouse. 

The California representative of this 
old Spanish family once planned to fit 
out an expedition to the island, but the 
American conquest of the province 
brought him to poverty, and he was 
never able to carry out his scheme. 
He prefers to sitin a wine shop and. 
talk with his old companions of the 
days before the ‘““Gringos’’ came. His 
old ambitions are dead, and he has no 
descendants. He keeps the manu- 
script that relates to the Revillagigedo 
treasure, as he keeps every written 
scrap of paper that bas ever come intg 
his possession—none of them ever go 
out of his bands. But if a man has 
won his favor he will sometimes read 
him some of these old documents, and 
in this way the story of the vice- 
roy and his secretary came to my 
kuowledge.

General 
Manuel Castro, to whom the writer is 
indebted for the greater part of the in- 
formation contained in the proceding 
article, died a few days ago, in an old 
Spanish mansion, near Castroville, 
Monterey connty.

WHERE THE POET WAS HAPPY 


Loving Memories of Scotia’s Immor- 
tal Bard Recalled—The Nith 
and Its Giorious Valley— 

The Poet's House.

ELLISLAND, Scotland, June 2.—Pilgrim- 
ing among the countless shrines created 
by the living presence of Robert Burns in 


along the flaming shaft of light that links 
his genius and his world girding human 
love and magnanimity to the fadeless im- 
mortality of his memory and name, I have 
always felt that the one among them all 
which most breathes to the beholder the 
spirit of inoffable pathos and tenderness, 
was this, the bard’s farm home of Ellis- 
land. . 

In the period between May, 1786, at the 
age of twenty-seven years, and the end of 
the year 1791, when he came from this 
Ellisland farm to the three rooms in the 
“Wee Vennel,” in Dumfries, a period of 
but four and one-half years, more personal 
hope and disappointment, joy and suffer- 
ing, anguish from impulsive wrong doing 
and heaven of the purest domestic bliss, 
temptation and victory, agonized despair 
and triumph, were crowded into the poet’s 
experiences, than fall to the lot of most 
great men in their entire lives. In this 
brief time, first he was disowned and de- 
serted by Jean Armour, through the bitter 
and ever unreasoning opposition of her 
father. He was then betrothed to “High- 
land Mary” ll, the heroine of his 
immortal ode, ‘“To Mary in Heaven,”’ who 
shortly died of malignant fever at Green- 
ock 


Abdout 100 of his most characteristic po- 
ems were already written, and the now 
priceless first edition of the same had been 
issued from the rural press of Kilmarnock, 
in the county of Dumbarton. Twin chil- 
dren had been born to him out of wedlock 
by Jean Armour, of whom Robert, in 
after years a man of rare character and 
worth, survived the poet fifty-eight years, 
his devease occurring at Dumfries in 1857, 
and his body being interred inthe Burns 
mausoleum in that city. Burns’ local 
fame having attracted the attention of the 
literary coterie at Edinburgh, he was in- 
vited to that city, where he was “affiliated” 
at the famous lodge of Freemasons (which 
still meets ip the veritable room then used) 

‘and subsequently “inaugurated” as its 
poet laureate, the latter event being the 
subject of acelebrated painting, while he 
was made the literary lion of the day, as 
new and enlarged editions of his poems ap- 
peared.

This | 
is Ellisiand, for four yearsthe farm 


and home heaven of Robert Burns, the 
only spot on all this earth where comfort 
and happiness were bis. 

From the highway Ellisland is disap- 
pointing. The ridge of the steading fields 
forms a monotonous horizon line. But 
Burns knew where to build his Nithside 
nest. From any point in the vicinity of 
the onstead or farm buildings there is a 


glorious view of the valley of the Nith. 
The house faces tothe east and north a 
gentle bend inthe Nith, which murmurs 
here over the shining shallows not a hun- 
dred yards distant. With the outbuildings 
and their connecting rubble walls a sunny, 
nearly inclosed quadrangle is formed. The 
side next the distant highway to the west 
has to the right, as you enter the inclosure, 
a stable and cowhouse, and a byre or feed- 


| 


ing and straw yard behind. ‘To the left is 
a mill shed, a modern structure, a tiny 
barn, and behind the latter (which, with 
the stable and cowhouse, stand precisely 
as Burns built them) is the inclosed stack- 
yard where bonnie Jean found her hus- 
band in that great agony of dejection which 
gave the world the matchless hymn to 
Mary in heaven. 

The house itself, into the construction of 
which ‘the poet put months of bis own la 
bor, working alongside the rustic stone- 
masons of the time, remains to this day 
exactly as he built it. A small kitchen bas 
been added on the side next the river, 
which now, as then, is the front of the 
house. The portion built by Burnsis of 
rubble, about 55 feet long and nearly 20 in 
width. It is one story in height, with an 
ample attic. Thereisalarge room about 
18 feet square at eachond. The entrance 
from the Nithside was into a hallway, 
from which these two large rooms were 
reached. Out of this one could also pass 
to the attic above, and toa small kitchen 
which, with a little bedroom, stands be- 
tween the two larger rooms.

on the other he inscribed his favorite 
maxim, “An honest man’s the noblest 
work of God.” These inscriptions, the 
house and outbuildings and a few sturdy 
trees the poet planted are the only visible 
relics of the bard’s life at Ellisland, for the 
spot is one of the few in Britain, more 
grace to it, that is not a show place where 
the insistent reminder of the endlessness of 
fees merges reverence and emotion into 
ridicule and contempt. 


The almost exclusive haunt of Burns at 
Ellisland was within call of his bonnie 
Jean just below the high bank or scaur, 
upon the edge of which the cottage stands. 
Between this and the Nith fora long dis- 
tance to the north and south runs a lovely 
river road. Out of the cottage inclosure a 
shaded path and wagon way descends to 
join the river road. Half way down this 
almost sylvan way is acopiousspring. The 
bank of the scaur side in the shade isa 
mass of ferns and violets, and in the sun- 
shine a wondrous constellation of “wee 
crimson tippet flowers,’ the daisies of 
Scotland, for which Burns felt something 
akin to adoration. Then came the silvery 
shallows of the Nith. Beyond its stream, 
leading to the meadow lands above, is a 
haugh, a golden massof waving broom. 
Along thisdreamful way, and up-and down 
the river road, Burns sauntered and 
dreamed. It was the scene of his most 
ecstatic achievement, “Tam o’ Shanter,”’ 
which the celebrated Alexander Smith 
thought, as it was written in aday, the 
best single day’s work done iu Scotland 
since Bruce fought at Bannockbarn.
